The Boldi«r obeyed without a m» 
ment of healtatlon. Turnins at ran- 
dom to an attendant, the whlta4ialrad 
man aaid: 

'Throw yourself from that window.*: 

In an Instant the attendant had 
htirled hImBelf to death on the rocks 
far bclnw Then the white-bearded 
man aaid to tbe horrified ambaeaa- 
dor: 

"Return to rour maater, tbe Sultan. 
Tell him what you hare iuat aeen. 
Tell him alao that I bare 70,000 fol- 
lowers who are ready to obey me to 
the death. Ank him if he tbtnka he 
can make me i)!iy tribute or own any 
aultan aa my lord " 

Tbia is but ono of a hundred dra- 
matic tales told of llassan-ben-Sabah, 
known aad dreaded all over the world 
as "The Old Man of the Mountains." 
HIa title waa Shelkal-Jebal. "Shalk" 
meanins "chief," "hoaa,** or '^ild man." 
(Even in thooe daya the "boaa" waa 
apparently called "the old man.") 

Ilnssnii was the founder of a stranRe, 
fan lit leal Bf-rt, whom he formed Into 
a sort of mock rellptoiiH order, and 
whom he controlled with seemingly 
supernatural tricks, by bopea of a 
gaudy paradiae and by confuaing their 
mtnda with falaa theology. In thia 
way he mad« them hie obedient 
slavea. eager to do hia blddtaf and to 
die -at his command. 

As a lad. In a Persian achool, Haa- 
enn formed a partn<>iahlp wl'h two of 
his classmates, Oniur and N'lzara. 
They agreed that whichever of them 
might In later years rlB<» to power 
should befriend thu other two. Nizam 
became Grand Viaier of Persia. He 
gave a court peaalon to Omar (who is 
beat known to poaterlty aa Omar 
Khayyam, author of "The Rubalyat"), 
and to Haaaan he offered high oflce. 
Haaaan used Nizam aa a atepping 
Rtone to his own succeaa, then mur- 
dered him and his son. 

N'ext he captured a series of moun- 
tain fortresses In Syria, Egypt and 
Persia and began his terrible rule. 
He induced young men to Join bim by 
inviting them to hia caatle. dmtctnc 
them with haahlah and letting them 
come to their aenaeo in a wonderfully 
beautiful garden. There, after a 
glimpse of the place'a dollghta, they 
were again drugged and carried bacli 
to the caatle. On coming to their 
aenoea they were told they had really 
vlalted Paradise In a vision and that 
all Ita Joys should one day be theirs 
If tbey would serve Haaaan faithfully. 

These fanatics were aent forth to 
slay all Haaaan'a foee or anf other 
peraona whooi ho thOMht H bMi to 
get rid o f. Too OM I fta'a bum bo> 
came a horror, oveiy where. 

Tbo BuHaB atrovo to eraah Haaaan 
—and waa myatorloualy killed. Other 
potentatea aought th« assassin's de- 
atructlon- Each met with a like fate. 
Armed forces of the government were 
driven back from the atrong mountain 
caatleo. Individual foea died, leaving 
no clue to their alayera. No precau- 
tion could aavo a victim. From hia 
oyrle on the hlUtopa the grim old man 
of the aoimtalM M»t forth hia mur> 
derooa omlaaariea oo ^alr tearfol mta> 
Bloat. For a* maa marked hy them 
for death tharo waa no hope. Onco, 
the Bultan, Sanjar, who bad vowed 
tbo aaaaaaln'a rain, awoke in the 
morning to find a dagegr atioking la 
tho floor boaido hia bed. On the 
weapon waa a scroll to tho effect that, 
next time, tho blow would be atruck 
oloaer. Tho Sultan promptly miii. 
peace with Haaaan.
